out with their teams to indulge' in fast 
driving. Especially when two spirited 
teams are going the same way, one is 
very apt to try to pass tho other. Now 
such practices in the business part of the 
city are very dangerous, and several per- 
sons have come near being run over to- 
day by teams that were being driven at 
a rapid gait. In some instances, also, 
teams have come near running into 
each other. The ordinance against fast 
driving should be strictly enforced by 
the police, otherwise somebody's bones 
will be broken, and vehicles will be 
smashed. 


Runaway. — A team of boaes attached 


to a large sled became frightened last 
night, and turning a corner rather sud- 
denly the sled was inverted, and about a 
dozen of its occupants were thiowu out. 
The driver kept a bold on the reins, aud, 
although dragged some distance, lie 
stopped tlie team. All the party were 
called together, and it was found that 
no one had been hurt, though all weie 
badly snared.
